Mysterious Sequel. . 


The main facts of'the tragic death of

Capt. Smith and his wife and child 
oceupied the two rooma in the Sea Is- 
secreraneomtn Beaufort. — Smith mee 
a very woman, and. apparently 
lived in perfect harmony with ner hus- 
band, On Saturday mo Capt. 
Smith intercepted letters to bis wife 
from a brother officer in the fleet, which 
terribly compromised Mra. Smith. Out- 

and indignant, Capt. Smith con- 
fronted his wife, showed her the letters, 
and charged her with infidelity He 
would take their child, while 
she could return to her 
rents in Boston. In the meantime 

e would have his effects removed 
from the apartments they then occu- 

ied to another portion of the hotel, 

ts. Smith protested inst this ac- 
tion, andinformed her husband if he 
exposed her fn that way she would kili 
hersef, Capt. Smith replied that she 
did not have the courage to take her 
own life. He then left her, went to the 
proprietor of the hotel and told him 
that after that day he wonld not be re- 
sponsible for his wife’s board. He en- 
gaged rooms on the other side of the 
building and had his trunksand other 
effects moved intothem. Later in the 
day Mrs. Smith was foundin her own 
room, the door of which was locked, 
in the death agon™, with a irightiul 
wound through her body. She died in 
a few minutes. The coroner held an 
inquest over the corpse a short time af- 
terwards. The jury returned a verdict 
to the effect that it was doubtful 
whether the deceased had commited 
suicide or not. We understand that 
there was no mark of powder around 
the wound. The grand jury of Beau- 
fort county are investigating the mat- 
ter.

A fearful tragedy at the hotel last 
Saturday threw our quiet town into a 
state of great excitement, and the anx- 
iety to know the full particulars soon 
caused a crowd to gather around the 
doors of the building. At about half- 
past five, persons on the second floor 
heard a noise as of something heavy 
falling on the floor overhead, and soon 
aiter one of the hall boys who had en- 
tered the room gave the alarm that Mrs. 
Caroline 8. Smith, wife of Capt. J. R. 
Smith, of the monitor Saugus, had 
either fainted or was sick and was ly- 


ing on the floor helpless At once as- |: 


sistance was sent and Mr . Smith was 
found on the floor, and on being raised 
by her husband, who had been sum- 
moned from the lower floor, she was 
found to be covered with blood, Dr. 
Stuart was called, and upon examina- 
tion found a bullet hole 
through her  ~body from which 
her life blood was fast ebbing 
away. The lady lingered a few mo- 
ments, during which she endeavored 
to speak, but was unable to do so, and 
she died in great agony. A pistol was 
picked up on the floor near where she 
was found, from which no doubv the 
bullet had been fired, which was a 
heavy navy breach-loader, carrying an 
ounce ball. A cvroner’s inquest was 
held by Dr. Johnson, and after an all 
night ses:ion the jury returned a ver- 
dict that Mrs. Smith came to her death 
from the effect of a pistol shot, but 
whether fired by herself or some one 
else they were nnable to determine. 
The remains were buried on Sunday,in 
the Episcopal churchyard, she having 
been an Episcopalian, the only services 
being a short prayer read at the grave 
by Dr. Walker. Mrs. Smith was a 
native of Boston, thirty-one years of 
age, and of extremely small stature. 
The only relatives are some brothers 
and sisters now in Europe. She left a 
child about eighteen months old. 
Savannah News. 

The pistol, a Colt’s navy revolver,car- 
rying an ounce ball, was found on the 
floor near where Mrs. Smith was lving. 
The ball passed entirely through the 
body and out ata window through the 
shutter. An alleged infidelity is 
said to have been the cause. It is stat- 
ed that her husband discovered several 
letters, which led to a confession on the 
part of the wife and to the terrible cul- 
mination already related. The inquest. 
of the coroner was not satisfactory to 
the grand jury nor to the public. The 
verdict was to the effect that deceased 
came to her death by her own hand or 
the hands of parties tothe jury un- 
known. Captain Smith, the husband, 
was in the room ten minutes before the 
bleeding body was discovered by the 
servants.

A GEOKRGIAN’S SAD FATE. | 


An Exhibition of Charity by One Who 


Never Receives It. 


The Americus Republican copies the 
following sad narrative from the Waco 
(Texas) Reporter, of the 27th of May: 

Mr. J. K. Daniel, formerly of Ameri- 
cus, Ga., was found dead in 
the old stable in the rear of the 
Odd Fellows’ temple, yesterday morn- 
ing. The deceased came to Waco about 
four years ago, and for the first few 
months of his career, was apparently 
doing well. Hecontracted the habit of 
opinm eating, and the consequence was 
a loss of business, friends and his own 
self-respect. Those who knew him in 
his former home found every effort at 
reformation unavailable, and were 
compelled to leave him to his ulti- 
mate fate. When found yesterday 
morning he nad mucilage bottle by nis 
side, about one-fourth filled with chlo- 
ral. The supposition is that he must 
have taken all of the contents of the 
bottle, except what was remaining. We 
have learned that Mr. D. was a young 
man of good parentage, belonging toa 
family that stood high in Americus,and 
was raised with the advantages of 
wealth and given a libera! education. 
The verdict of the jury which was sum- 
moned by Judge E P. Massey, to take 
cognizance of his death, was as follows: 
‘We the jury, find from the evidence 
that the deceased, J. K. Daniel, came 
to his death by the continued use ot 
opiates, and an ever dose of chloral !” 

It was a pitiable sight, as we stood. 
in the wretched shanty wLere the dead 
man lay, on a rough plank, surrounded 
by a curious throng of gazers, and look- 
ed at the still natural features of the 
poor unfortunate, who had died such a 
miserable, and yet such a quiet death, 
for not a trace of distortion, not a sign 
of agony marked the face—which was 
as cali asin sleep.

Hew many of 
the officers of tne churches will stop 
upon their way to the house of the Lord 
to invite these young men thither? We 
do not dare toanswer. Day alter day, 
Sabbath after Sabbath, have we seen 
the same young men in their same Sab- 
bath; haunts frivously exhausting the 
time when divine service at the churches 
was in progress. Either they have had 
few entreaties to:it awhile under the 
drippings of the sanctuary, or they 
compose a tribe of more obdurate and 
heathenish hearts than we have learn- 
ed to be possible among civilized,chris- 
tianized people. 

This is notthe onlv class to whom 
we would refer. They have elder and 
more prominent examples to make 
them consider their conduct not whol- 
ly obnoxious to good morals and Chris- 
tianity. There are older men in our 
midst who sadly need the missionary 
offices. Have they hadthem the past 
week ? 

Gather them in! Let the preachers, 
the officers of the churches, the people 
themselves, devote the opportunities 
of the weeks to the labor of love. Few 
young and old men, whose mora! train- 
ing has been neglected, reason them- 
selves into religious belief and Chris- 
tian characters. There is far less rea- 
son why the heathen in our midst 
should be left todo se than the savage 
of the South Sea Islands. Then is there 
not work forall of God’s people to do 
in this tield ? We cannot help but think 
that a single week’s work in quiet 
missionary efforts upon our streets 
would be blessed next Sabbath morn- 
ing by fuller benches in the churches, 
by fresh soldiers in the army of the 
Lord, and by less swearing, drioking, 
gambling, loafing and waste of time. 
Gather them in and let the word of God 
be preached to them in its fullness and 
power, and let them be invited to cast 
away their burde: of sins and stand 
freed and regenerated in Christian 
faith and the love of a reconciled Fa- 
ther.

THE TWO-THIRDS RUIE 


From the indications made manifest 
hrough the press of the country a

IS IT JIM BLAINE? 


Our Washington dispatches received 
at midnight, bring the latest calcula- 
tions of Blaine’s chances in the Cin- 
cinnati convention. 

Along with them comes the assur- 
ance from Congressman Frye, who 
seems to have succeeded Hale as 
“Blaine’s little Bub,” that Blaine 
will not withdraw at all. 

The calculations, doubtless sent 
by authority of his friends, 
give Blaine 817 votes upon the firs; 
ballot, with probable increases thereaf- 
ter. To us it seems, from all calcula- 
tions heretofore made and from the 
nearly absolutely correct table printed 
by us two days ago, impossible that 
Blaine should receive within 50 of the 
votes claimed above and pretty nearly 
certain that his support will thereafter 
giin anything from other delegations. 
On the contrary we should think that 
many of his’ votes, after a com- 
plimentary ballot, or vote of confi- 
dence, would leave him and go to can- 
didates to whom iewer popular objec- 
tions could be urged. 

The opposition to Blaine developed 
since the investigations into his rail- 
road operations, has grown wonder- 
fully among the thinking and better 
elements of his party. In the east it has 
taken very promising proportions and 
of such seriousness as to threaten 
a bolt should he be forced upon the 
party.. The New York Times, one of 
the clearest and shrewdest observers of 
the party temper, deems it impossi- 
ble that Blaine should succeed. 
It claims that the Fisher letter 
will be the mill-stone about his neck, 
but should his friends hold him up de- 
spite these, they and he will surely sink 
the party. 

It would seem to 
men, apart from every _parti- 
san consideration, that the 
American people cannot be made 
to swallow this infamous politician and 
stock-jobber, who has been recreant to 
the trust confided to him, a Benedict 
Arnold to the faith reposed in him and 
the Fagan of the housein every dealing 
where honesty should have prevailed.

Certainly as I understand that 
purpose it isnot to ignore “all other 
callings, professions and business of 
life save this one,” nor is it making an 
effort to “blot out all jthe businesses of 
rmidadle men in the country that it can- 
not compass or control,” nor to estab- 
lish that sort of direct trade with “‘for- 
eign nations’ which would prove a 
“detriment to its former friends and 
country.” But the sort of granger I 
am seeks the real good and prosperity 
of our entire people and country by re- 
forming and advancing that interest 
upon which rests every other. De- 
pression rules the hour, every business 
and profession droops first of all things 
because our husbandry is unprosper- 
ous. That languishes because of the 
untbrifty methods of cultivation, and 
habits of management and economy ; 
b cause itis made to vear burdens it 
should not bear in justice to it,and can- 
not bear. Some of these burdens 
consist in great and useless circui- 
ty in buying and selling—an enormous 
usury from credit ins‘ead of cash 

urchases aod a superfluous num- 

er of agencies which business 
custom rather than legitimate demand 
has fastened upon our trade. We can 
no more handle crops without agents 
than we can raise them without hands, 
and I am no witness that the enemies 
of the order call to establish the ab- 
surdity @hat some would charge us 
with in the alleged attempt to do this. 
But then we kaow to our cost and the 
cost of every other cognate interest, 
that a farmer’s labor cannot bear the 
tariff which unnecessary agencies 
and a round-about road to market ex- 
act. Tocheapen the way to the ship, 
and to receive our returns as all sane 
men wish to have theirs, with a 
fair commisyion, as a fair trade shall 
demand, are among the leading objects 
ofthe order. Asto oureffotts in the 
line of direct trade, we think they are 
so obvious and strikingly just and pa- 
triotic as tochallenge the respect of the 
entire community. We can never be 
male to belisve that our people are 
benefitted by deflecting the course of 
trade from a direct line to Europe, and 
at the cost of thousands of miles of 
transportation, and annual millions of 
extra expense. Our own sea ports are 
made bare of shipping, that a strange 
self-denial and ftorgetiulness allow to 
sail with enriching cargoes into other 
harbors. The people in the south who 
live by agriculture have made but fee- 
ble efforts heretofore to defend them- 
selves against useless and unjust hin- 
drances Saae because we never could 
devise an effective organization whose 
agency could relieve us. We believe 
at last that in the grange we find this 
organized power. very other profes- 
sion or pursuit has its guild, why 
should we not have ours? Our i 
as tiliers of the soil has too much glori- 
ous purpose in it, and is kept too ami- 
cable by our close sympathy with moth- 
er earth for its members to be brought 
in hostile array against any class of 
good and sociable people.

The committee on banking and cur- 
rency reported the following: 

Cox, ot New York, chairman of the 
committee of banking and currency, 
having called Sayler of Ohio to the 
speaker’s chair, reported the following 
bill: 

That the secretary of the treasury, 
under such limits and regulations as 
will best secure a just and fair distri- 
bution of the same through the coun- 
try, may issue the silver coin now in 
the treasury to an amount not exceed- 
ing ten million of dollars in exchange 
for equal amount of legal tenders, and 
the notes so received in exchange 
shall be kept as a special fund 
separate and apart from all oth- 
er yn in“the treasury, and be re- 
issued only on the retirement and des- 
truction of a like amount of fractional 
currency received at the treasury in 
payment of dues to the government, 
and said fractional currency when so 
substituted shall be destroyed and held 
as apart of the sinking fund as pro- 
vided in the act approved April 17th, 
1876. Passed without a division. 

The same committee reported the 
following : 

That in addition to the amount of 
subsidiary coin authorized by law to 
be issued in redemption of the 
fractional currency’ it shall be 
lawful to manufacture at 
the several mints, and issue through 
the treasury and its several offices,such 
coin to the amount of twenty million 
dollars. 

Sec. 2. That the silver bullion re- 
quired for this purpose shall be pur- 
chased from time to time at market 
rate by the secretary of the treasury 
with any money in the treasury not 
otherwise appropriated, and the result- 
ing coin may be issued in the ordinary 
disbursement of the treasury or in ex- 
cbange for legal tender notes at par; but 
no purchase of bullion shall be made 
under this act when the market 
rate for. the same be such 
as will not admit of 
coinage and issue of exchange as _here- 
in provided without loss to the treasury; 
and any gain or seigniorage arisin 
from this coinage shall be accoun 
for and paid into the treasury, as provi- 
ded under existing laws relative to the 
subsidiary coinage, proyided that the 
amount of money at any one time in- 
vested in such silver bullion, exclusive 
of such resulting coin, shall not exceed 
$1,000,000. 

Sec. 3. That the trade dollar shall 
not hereafter be a legal tender, and the 
secretary of the treasury is hereby au- 
thorized to limit from time to time the 
coinage thereof to such an amvuunt as 
he may deem sufficient to meet the 
export demand for the same.

Parties were dispatched in all direc- 
tions where it was thought physicians 
were to be found, andin a few min- 
utes Dr. Babcock, Dr. Corey and one or 
two others were hurried into the pres- 
ence of the awful scene. Upon exam- 
ination, it was found that a small pistol 
ball had entered the right temporal 
bone and lodged in the brain. The 
physicians decided that death was in- 
stantaneous. In lesstime than it takes 
to write it, there were at least three 
hundred people, embracing all ages, 
sexes and conditions, surging at the 
doors of Mr. Landau’s establishment, 
r to gain admittance and learn the 
details of the heart-rending affair.

They had just turned the corner at 
Udea ‘wood & McGregor’s, and were 
ing nurth; Miss Martin was next to the 
building, leading the child, and Miss 
Montgomery was on the outside of the 
walk. As nearly as she can remember 
Miss Martin was looking ata placard 
on the side of the building, and talking 
about the Black Hills. Miss Montgom- 
ery heard a pistol shot, and saw Jennie 
Martin sink tothe pavement, holding 
on at the same time to the child’s hand. 
She went up to her, thinking she had 
only fainted, and tried to lift her up. 
In a moment she began bleeding and 
vomiting, but did not lisp a word nor 
utter a groan. Miss Montgomery then 
screamed for help, and some men who 
were passing came to her assistance. 
She states that after turning the corner 
at Underwood & McGregor’s she saw 
several boys—perheps; halfa dozen— 
some colored and some white, standing 
in the street near the American House, 
who scampered away as soon as the re- 
port of the pistol fell upon her ear. 

Some distance in front of the deceas- 
ed and her companions were two other 
young girls, Juliaand Hanna Alter, 
who, though acquaintances, were not of 
the party. They were unable to give 
our reporter any additional facts calcu- 
lated to throw light upon the terrible 
tragedy which has cast a gloom over the 
entire city. 

Jennie Martin was about sixteen 
vears of age, and came from Council 
Blufis, lowa, to reside here with her 
sister, Mrs. Stimpson. Her mother fs 
deceased, but herfather, Wm. Martin, 
is still living, and at present is in the 
Black Hills. 

A coroner’s inquest will be held over 
the body to-day, at which time it is ex- 
pected that important developments 
will be made. 

The boys who were seen in the vicin- 
of the American House at the time 
of the shooting were at once sought 
and questioned, each one separately, 

and their unanimous testimony was 
that the shooting was done by one of 
their number, James Butler, a colored 
boy about twelve years old. He was 
taken in custody and lodged in jail. 

Viewing the whole affair in the light 
of the evidence now in our possession 
at this writing, we are led to the conclu- 
sion that Jenvie Martin came to her 
untimeiy end through the careless and 
unlawful use of firearms, in the hands 
of unruly boys, of whom we have too 
many in Cheyenne, and who will end 
their days in prison or on the gallows, 
unless they voluntarily reform or are 
kept in check by the strong arm of the 
law.
